Personnel Board. 
Wagner outlined a plan for sal­ 
ary increases for city personnel 
at a personnel 
session 
of 
the 
council Monday afternoon, follow­ 
ing the regular council luncheon 
session. 


H E POINTED 
OUT 
that 
It 
would be impossible to come up 
with a full $8,000 per month in 
additional salary funds for city 
personnel prior to July 1. I960, 
bul did say that some increases 
could he given to city personnel 
prior to the start of the new 
fiscal year. 
He is recommending that the 
police department, which has been 
a "hot spot" because of low sal­ 
ary scale, will get raises "accord­ 
ing to the State Personnel Board 
recommendation" 
prior 
to 
the 
atari of the next fiscal year. 
Other changes are also recom­ 
mended for certain divisions of 
the Public Works department. 


TH E STATE REPO RT makes 
certain adjustments in the classi­ 
fication plan of the city and these 
changes will be put into force 
"just as soon as it is practical 
to do so. To what extent it is 
done immediately will be entire­ 
ly up to the council," 
Wagner 
aaid. 
Also to be initiated with the 
classification and salary changes 
will be a new policy of "non­ 
automatic" step increases. This 
will be a process which will re­ 
quire department heads and su­ 
pervisorial personnel to fill out 
qucstionaires on 
each 
employe, 
Indicating whether the employe is 
maintaining compctant standards. 
Also to be added to the pro­ 
gram will be a physical fitness 
checkup which will have to be 
passed 
annually by 
each 
em­ 
ploye.

nation's living costs edged up­ 
ward last month to another rec­ 
ord high, the government report­ 
ed today. 
The Labor Department said its 
consumer price index rose 1-10 of 
1 per cent to 125.6 per cent of 
average 1947-49 prices. 
IT WAS T H E sixth time in the 
last seven months that it climbed 
to an all-time peak. 
Higher costs for transportation, 
medical care, housing and per­ 
sonal care more than offset de­ 
clining food prices in November. 
The increase means that 170,000 
meat packing, aircraft, and other 
workers will receive pay boosts 
of from one to three cents an 
hour. Their wages are tied to 
changes in the index by escalator 
clauses.

Industrials 
Backing Off 


Lows Exceeding Highs 
In Market Generally 
By W. A. La Tourette, Shearaon. Hammill & Co. 
The industrials have had several opportunities to 
penetrate their all-time highs during the past two 
weeks, but they have backed away on each occasion 
Furthermore, many stocks have not been doing nearly 
as well as the averages as reflected in the fact that the 
number of new lows have been exceeding the number 
of highs. 
It is natural that such cross 
currents within the market should 
genérate considerable caution, but 
a great deal of the distortions we 
believe. can be explained by year 
end selling to eatalbirh losses and 
profits for tax purposes, which is 
exaggerated further by so-called 
“year end'* activities of funds 
#nrl iftFtitU.jOnS. 


THE IMPACT OF shorts, which 
are covering to establi* losses 
and profits, also should not be 
overlooked. As tor the greater 
number oí lows, a very high per­ 
centage represent preferred stocks 
and other issues which have been 
directly affected by higher inter­ 
est rates. 
With the year-end near at hand, 
the forecasting season is in full 
pnng. particularly since 1956 
marks the end of a decade. Look 
ing back at the fifties, one im­ 
portant trend that stands out is 
the accelerating rate of new 
product development and its im­ 
pact on the stock market. It 
seen» almost certain that tech­ 
nological progress wHl be even 
more important in the decade of 
the sixties and that investors will 
have to be increasingly alert to 
the investment implications of 
technological charge. 


SOME OF THE more striking 
developments of the fifties, for ex 
ampie, included a major swing 
within the entertainment field 
from motion pictures to televi­

Klme & French American 
Home Products and Carter Prod­ 
ucts, and the upsurge in electron­ 
ics stimulated by the space and 
mcsile age. which led to a sen­ 
sational market advance for many 
of these stocks.

"When we have a real tough j 
story we want broken for us, we 
send Buchanan because he nearly 
always comes through,” said A1 
Neuharth. Assistant Managing Ed­ 
itor of the Herald. 


“HE'S LIKE a bulldog. When he 
gets hold of something he won't 
let go until he wraps it up." said 
Neuharth, "and that's why we 
sent him to Havana to check on 
the Austin Young story." 
Buchanan, a newspaperman for 
20 years, got the Austin Young 
story — the exclusive account of 
how the Miami soldier of fortune 
made a daring daylight escape 
from the prison at Pinar Del Rio. 
He found Young in a hotel room 
before an army of Cuban police­ 
men and soldiers who were comb­ 
ing the island for the fugitive. 
BUT IT LANDED him in jail. A 
short time after he filed his 
story, Cuban police arrested both 
Young and Buchanan separately. 
They charged the reporter with 
complicity in Young's escape and 
ordered him tried by a revolution­ 
ary tribunal.

At that time, he went to the rebel 
stronghold and interviewed Cas­ 
tro and his brother. Raul. 
HIS TENACITY led him to get 


a number of exclusives during 
the Cuban civil war. He was the 
only reporter to get through rebel 
lines and find a group of Ameri­ 
can civilians kidnaped by Raul 
Castro. He won an award in 1959 
for (he top spot news reporting in 
Florida for an account of a Cuban 
rebel uprising entitled "I saw 
Cubans die in bloody battle." 
He was co-winner of the same 
award in 1958 for his account of 
the Hraniff Airliner crash at Mi­ 
ami international Airport. The 
same year he won second prize 
for feature writing for a series on 
Castro’s rebels in the Sierra

affairs and he turned me down 
for political reasons. I don't need 
to tell you what I would think 
of him — of course, you should

Rockefeller went.

turning point in his life. 


ON JULY *5. 1*40, he went 
back 
to 
Washington 
to 
see 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt and 
accept the job. Their conversa­ 
tion was interesting because it 
involved three obvious questions 
which could have been difficult, 
but which Rockefeller 
had 
to 
have answered before he said 
yes. 
Could he take the job on a 
non-political 
basis 
because 
he 
was a Republican, always had 
been one. and expected to re­ 
main that way? 


THE PRESIDENT agreed ab 
solutely. And during

years in which Rockefeller was

were affiliated with the office

North Af­ 
rica is close to the bulge of 
Brazil and it would have been a 
logical jumping-off place for an 
attack from the European thea­ 
ter, where the w ar was spread­ 
ing rapidly. 
Rockefeller's

ments were not strongly tied to 
the United States and its con­ 
cert* of freedom, they might not 
resist an Axis invasion. 


NAZI AND COMMUNIST pro­ 
paganda had done much to un­ 
dermine this 
relationship 
with 
the United States by creating a 
feeling 
that 
North 
Americans 
were interested only in dollars, 
had no culture and no respect 
for individual dignity or spiritual 
values. 
The 
Communists 
generally 
worked in intellectual and cul­ 
tural circles, while 
the 
Nazis 
specialized in finances, politics 
and the military. In some coun­ 
tries, German interests actually 
controlled whole segments of the 
economy. If an attack came, the 
United States would be "in a 
very vulnerable position."

ROCKEFELLER WAS respon 
sible only to the President, and 
had direct access to him.

Except for the work of the 
Creel Committee in World War 
I, the U.S. Government, in the 
CIAA program, was entering a 
brand-new area of activity, al­ 
though foreign Governments had 
been doing this sort of thing for 
years. 


IT SOON BECAME apparent 
that the spread of Nazi aggres­ 
sion was the cause of Latin- 
A m erica's basic 
problems,

pendent on the United States as 
a result of the blockade of Eu 
rope, which normally absorbed 
one-third of Latin-American ex­

WASHINGTON. D C. - Cubic 
inch for cubic inch, the Senate's 
stately Caucus Room 
with 
its 
tall m arble columns 
and pen­ 
dant chandeliers is probably the 
best educational 
plant 
in 
the 
country. Nearly every calendar 
month brings there a great sub­ 
ject to be tried in public with a 
íair-to-middüng 
assortment 
of 
brains on both sides of the table. 
Nothing, I think, goes on here 
beyond 
the 
average 
intellect. 
Most of the subjects are home­ 
ly. immediate and familiar, but 
they are illumined by search­ 
ing, skillful and understandable 
discussions. 


IN 
DECEMBER, 
with 
Con­ 
gress away, we had two inves­ 
tigations which probed for truth 
in our times. Senator Kefairier 
presided over a continuation of 
his inquiry into "administered” 
prices, this time concerning the 
drug-making industry. And Sen­ 
ator Hennings set out 
to 
see 
whether 
basic 
Constitutional 
rights are being invaded by new 
technologies of wiretapping and 
electronic eavesdropping. 
Estes K e f a u v c r . as usual 
stalked his prey Indian-style — 
pokerfaced, taciturn, crafty, sin­ 
ister. It is hard to see that Ke- 
fauver intends to give business­ 
men the 
assumption 
of 
inno­ 
cence which the Constitution ac­ 
cords to far worse fellows than 
the steel, auto and pharmaceuti­ 
cal m agnates who have faced 
this Subcommittee on Anti-Trust 
and Monopoly. 


BUT CONGRESSIONAL hear­ 
ings are not courts of law. and 
in my experience I can't recall 
a committee that ever learned 
anything by behaving as a court. 
All the House and Senate chair­ 
men who made names as inves­ 
tigators have 
been 
aggressive 
and accusative, 
or else 
their 
staff operatives have been. This 
Is the nature of the activity. 
Nothing comes out >n Congres­ 
sional hearings unless the head 
man is ardent for the "ketch” 
— or unless the victim turns 
and the biter gets bit. 
Well. Chairman Kefauver and 
his chief economist, 
John 
M. 
Blair. 
conducted 
educational 
courses by showing all students 
how 
to 
make 
businessmen 
squirm, like the Biblical camel, 
through the eye 
of a 
testing 
needle. Unless they can make 
it. the businessmen leave 
the 
Caucus Room with a scarlet let­ 
ter branded on their flanks. 


Both Kefauver and his aides 
are rough on profit-makers. In 
1938. when starting his career 
as a Government economic re­ 
searcher. Dr. Blair wrote a book 
entitled: Seeds of Destruction — 
A Study in the Functional Weak­ 
nesses of Capitalism. Dr. Blair 
is very sensitive about thP anti- 
capitalistic implications of this 
work. He is apt to say with slit- 
ted eyes that he retains very 
able lawyers for libel actions. 
On May 17. 1957, he fired a 
warning shot across the bows of 
Donald I. Rogers, Business and 
Finance Editor of the New York 
Herald Tribune. 
Anybody 
who 
writes that Dr Blair is a bust- 
business advocate does so at his 
own risk. 


DR. BLAIR'S self - appraisal, 
as given to me. is that he serves 
the anti-Marxian cause by trying 
to make little ones out of big 
ones, a form of business-busting 
which 
engenders 
competition, 
low prices and consumer bene­ 
fits. Call it what you choose, 
the 
Kefauver 
subcommittee's 
work fits into some very plain 
writing on the wall. Today there 
are many forces in Labor and 
party politics which are hacking 


away at the structure of Demo­ 
cratic Capitalism. Today's edu­ 
cated American, man, 
boy of 
maid, is one who knows that 
this is going on 
He may want 
to do something about it. 
Thomas Hennings is not less 
opinionated than Kefauver, but 
is much more loquacious — so 
much so that the witnesses on 
Constitutional Rights in the age 
of technology make less word- 
age than the chairman 
It s my 
own opinionated guess that these 
hearings, while not a museum 
example of biter-bite, m ay prove 
something which Senator 
Hen­ 
nings never intended. 


FOR EXAMPLE, Harold Lip- 
set. a San Francisco private de­ 
tective. whose inventory of elec­ 
tronic listener-in devices stands 
him $35,000 defended the ethical 
use of wiretapping He was fol­ 
lowed by Attorney Edward Ben­ 
nett Williams, the East Coast's 
"Jerry Geisler.” 
who 
charged 
the FBI and the McClellan Rack­ 
ets Committee with unlawful use 
of wiretapping 
But while part of this was go­ 
ing on, I was off-stage with Mr. 
Lipset, the 
private 
eye. 
who 
made a point which the lega'is- 
simos apparently missed. Wire­ 
tapping is the friend of man! It 
is the secret weapon of freedom 
and honesty! 
Such is the ad­ 
vance of small listening devices, 
Mr. Lipset said, that in a few 
years every policeman would he 
rigged with 
a 
walking 
radio 
transm itter, 
monitored 
at 
the 
station house. 
Interviewing re­ 
porters. of course, are already 
equipped with recording devices. 


WELL. 
WHY 
SHOULDN'T 
private t e l e p h o n e s 
be 
60 
equipped? Why not ambulatory 
businessmen? 
Why 
not 
politi­ 
cians? Why not voters? Why not 
the working girl? Why not every­ 
body who m ay have the need 
for protection against blackmail, 
misquotation, breach of 
prom­ 
ise? The Hennings investigation 
may end up proving that me­ 
chanical eavesdroppers, far from 
being a threat to the rights of 
man. are an added protection. 
You can't get better education 
than 
that 
which 
the 
Caucus 
Room offers.

TELEVISION IN REVIEW 
CARTOON-BASED 
SERIES SUCCESS

NEW YORK (UPI) — One suc­ 
cessful cartoon-based family se­ 
ries deserves another, I suppose. 
Sunday night, CBS-TV's G. E. 
Theater — presumably noting the 
TV success of Dennis the Menace 
—presented Crockett Johnson’s old 
cartoon characters, Mr. O’Malley 
and Barnaby in a half-hour color­ 
cast written by Louis Pelletier. 
BERT LAIIR starred as the 
winged, cigar-smoking, fumbling 
fairy godfather, Mr. O’Malley, and 
Ronny Howard was his little pal, 
Barnaby. The a p p r o a c h was 
slowed by a schmaltz - slipper 
path, but in general, it succeeded 
in showing off a refreshing, perky 
spirit. 
I especially enjoyed the sight of 
Lahr as he flapped around, or 
grumbled about nose cones and 
rockets in his flight path, or the 
utter unpredictability and unreli­ 
ability of leprechauns. "When you 
want a leprechaun, you never can 
find it," he snorted. 
BUT THE PRIZE line went to 
Barnaby. who told an uninitiated 
little friend, “people will think 
you're goofy if you go around im­ 
agining you don’t see things." 
Although master Howard was 
strident and Dody Goodmanish at 
times, the videotape was badly 
corrugated and the saccharine was 
mishandled. I’ll go on record as 
pro-O'Malley anytime he wants to 
fly around again. 
THE TIME-HONORED cry of 
"we'll head ’em off at the pass,” 
rang out Sunday night as part of 
another tongue-in-cheek Maverick 
episode called "A Cure For John­ 
ny Rain." 
In this ABC-TV hour. Jim Gar­ 
ner discovered that a town’s best­ 
loved male citizen — fellow named 
Johnny Rain — became a low- 
down 
highway 
robber 
when 
soaked. After Garner captured this 


Jekyll-Hyde character, no one in 
town wanted to punish the love­ 
able bandit. 


U P TO T H E three-quarter mark, 
the plot was suitably entertaining, 
breezy and easy-to-take. But writ­ 
er Leonard Praskins seemed to 
run out of gimmicks at that point 
and finished off with some stand­ 
ard western flourishes and some 
puzzling exits that only diluted 
the show’s quality. 
Some advance publicity said this 
episode would be a satire of 
"Dragnet 
If this was the case 
— and I think it was a press 
agent’s blunder — then Mr. Pras- 
kins never saw Jack Webb in ac­ 
tion. 
DIALING AND FILING: Two 
special events shows on NBC-TV 
Sunday night — led by Chet Hunt­ 
ley and Frank McGee, respective­ 
ly — seemed to borrow from CBS- 
TV's new habit of explaining ev­ 
erything in a "moment of truth.”

“ALL DOCTORS AGREE,” Gen­ 
try added, "that overweight is a 
health hazard, whether you have 
heart disease or not.” 
A recent symposium on over­ 
weight sponsored by the American 
Heart Association concluded that 
the problem of excess pounds is 
easier to prevent than to cure. 
The symposium members there­ 
fore urged preventive, rather than 
diet, approaches to weight prob­ 
lems 
Caiory requirements of the body 
are reduced with increase in age. 
Dr. Gentry explained, but habit 
keep* eating at former quantity 
levels.
